1 . (Currently amended) [A method for making an] An electrical-energy-storage unit 
comprising components fabricated by the method steps as follow; 

a) preparing a wet-chemical-prepared calcined composition-modified 
barium titanate powder derived from a solution of precursors: 
Ba(N0 3 ) 2 , Ca(N03)2-4H 2 0, Nd(NO3)3*6H 2 0, YflSTO^HzO, 
Mn(CH 3 COO) 2 «4H 2 0, ZrO(N0 3 ) 2 , and [CH3CH(0-COONH4] 2 Ti(OH) 2 
in deionized water heated to 80° C, and a separate solution of 
(CH 3 ) 4 NOH made in deionized water and heated to 80°-85° C, then
